Russian Stronghold. 
London, Oct. 15.—All accounts of 
the lighting south of Mukden that have 
reached London appear to confirm the 
completeness ol tlx* Japanese victory 
and the only question discussed by 
military critics is whether Generai 
Kui opat kin will be able to make as 
orderly a retreat as he did from Liao- 
yang. and whether the Japanese have 
sufix ieut fresh reserves to undertake 
a successful pursuit. 
In this connection the Standard’s 
Yentai correspondent and a dispatch 
to a news agency from Tokio assert 
that Genera! Oku's army has occupied 
Pachiat.se, only twelve miles from 
Mukden.

AN IN S E C T M E N U . 


Every Item Thereon Long Known 
nu<l Esteemed by Epicures. 
Here is a typical insect menu of 
which no one need be afraid to imr- 
take. since every item has been known 
and esteemed by insect eaters for gen­ 
erations past. It was served not long 
ago, according to l’enrson's Weekly, 
at the table of a rich London epicure, 
who is also nil enthusiastic advocate 
of an insectarian dietary: 
Green Caterpillar Soup. 
Fried Locust with Wood Louse Sauce. 
Curried Cockchaf* rs. 
Wasp Grubs Baked In the Comb. 
Stag Beetle Lirvac on Toast. 
Moths Baked In Batter. 
1 K'viletl Wireworms. 
Grasshoppers au Gratia. 
The green caterpillars that compose 
the soup feed entirely upon vegetables, 
and mostly upon particular vegetables 
most relished by man, such as cab­ 
bage and lettuce. 
In appearance the soup itself is not 
unlike clear turtle, while its flavor is 
delicious. 
The locusts, which constitute the sec­ 
ond course, have, as every one is 
aware, been esteemed by gormands 
the world over and from the remotest 
antiquity. “Eat ye the locust after his 
kind’’ is tin* Biblical injunction, and 
we know that John the Baptist is re­ 
corded as having live ! for some con­ 
siderable time upon “locusts and wild 
honey.” 
'1 here are of course many ways of 
preparing them. They can he fined aft­ 
er their legs and wings have been 
plucked off. which was. as a matter of 
fact, the process adopted in this par­ 
ticular instance, or they may he pow­ 
dered and baked into cakes or curried 
or boiled, turning red, like lobsters, in 
the process. 
The wood louse sauce if properly 
made with fresh butter, flour, milk, 
pepper and salt will be found fully 
equal to shrimp, which it much resem­ 
bles in task. Indeed the wood louse, 
although he lives on land, is first cous­ 
in to that much relished crustacean. 
Cockchafers, curried or otherwise, 
are delicious if selected of a servicea­ 
ble size and plumpness. So, too. are 
their grubs when full grown. They 
should then be at least two inches in 
length and fat in proportion and may 
lie eaten uncooked, like oysters, or 
stewed in milk. 
Perhaps, however, the most tooth­ 
some of all insect delicacies Is that 
which eouies forth mi our “menu of 
the day." wasp grubs baked in tlx* 
cox b. These grubs have been fed by 
their 
p aren ts on a saccharine fluid 
comp )s<* 1 of fruit and vegetable juices 
and are Gmply tiny balls of sugary 
fat po -essing a flavor as exquisite as 
it is unir ■•re. No one who has once 
tasted them will ever again be sur­ 
prise*! at tlx* preference shown by fish 
for this particular grub when used as 
a bait. 
The stag beetle larva Is of course 
identical with tho cossus. which the 
old Roman epicures used to fatten for 
their table upon flour and wine. The 
sixth course should be served steaming 
hot. since there is no more appetizing 
odor than that emanating from a 
plump baked moth. 
Deviled wireworms are eaten In the 
form of a paste, spread upon sippets of 
tonists, and taste not unlike anchovies 
when treated in similar fashion.

St. Petersburg, Oct. lo.— The great 
feeling of concern which exists in the 
high circles in the Russian capital by 
no means 
equals the foreboding 
of 
coming disaster pervading the general 
public, which is indulging in the deep­ 
est pessimism. 
In the absence of offi­ 
cial news The public is feeding on the 
wildest rumors of defeat suffered by 
General Kuropatkin Friday. 
The fact 
that no word regarding the battle has 
been officially given 
out, only con­ 
firms tile popular fear. 
The explana­ 
tion offered thai Friday was a holiday 
does not suffice to allay apprehension. 
General Kuropatkin’s report of the 
result 
of the 
day’s operations 
has 
reached Emperor Nicholas at Tsarkoe 
Scio, but it was not returned before 
the war commission, which sat only 
until 9:30 p. in., adjourned. 
The izar 
is represented as being bitterly disap­ 
pointed and spending hours with his 
cabinet, studying out with the aid of 
his m ilitary aides, the reports of the 
battle. 
The general stall, 
however, by no 
means despairs, though admitting that 
the tide of battle the past two days 
has been against General Kuropatkin. 
The general staff says the battle is 
not yet over 
aud that in any 
event 
there is no question of a rout. 
The depressing feature of the situa­ 
tion is that every one is willing to be­ 
lieve the worst. 
Thus 
reports from 
rlokio and elsewhere stating that the 
Japanese are advancing and the Rus­ 
sians falling back are accepted with 
fu.itti based oil the previous Russian 
retreat. 


Forced to Take the Offensive. 


Many reports are current as to the 
genuineness of tile forward movement. 
It is fn cly said that General Kuropat­ 
kin was forced into taking the offen­ 
sive by pressure from St. Petersburg. 
This has been officially denied, and as 
General Kuropatkin s order to advance 
was given ovet his own signature it 
seems likely that he w ill have to bear 
all the responsibility whether the sit­ 
uation in of his own making or not. 
Friends of General Kuropatkin say 
the pi esent offensive movement was 
inspired from .St. Petersburg, as was 
doubtless General Stakelberg’s move­ 
ment for the relief of Port Arthur, and 
if General 
Kuropatkin 
has 
obeyed 
others higher than himself they are 
responsible. 
Other supporters of Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin argue that whatever 
may bo the outcome of the past four 
days fighting it. is not likely to be an 
irretrievable disaster to General Kuro­ 
patkin’s army. 
It 
is pointed 
out if 
General Kuropatkin was forced to ad­ 
vance against his better judgment, he 
is too good a general to have institut­ 
ed a movement which he did not feel 
strong enough to carry through with­ 
out leaving open a road for retreat, 
and while the Russian forward move­ 
ment may be an absolute failure so 
far .is the relief of Port Arthur is con­ 
cerned and though 
Kuropatkin may 
lose many men and some guns, this 
must Po the worst that can ballpen. 


W ould Make Little Difference. 
if General Kuropatkin 
should suc­ 
ceed in keeping the alignment of his 
forces, and the 
dispatches 
i n d i c a t e 
that he Is doing this, and the Japanese 
do not succeed in bi caking up or cut­ 
ting off any considerable portion of his 
army, he w ill not. be in a much worse 
position, ♦•von if he should be forced 
to ret lie to Mukden, than he was before 
the advance began. 
The probabilities are that the losses 
on both sides will be about equal. 
D is p a tc h e s from the 
front give a 
vivid picture of the desperate charac­ 
ter of the 
fighting along the 
whole 
line. 
The 
Russian plainsmen 
have 
been again forced 
to engage in hill 
fighting, which is little to their liking. 
There have been desperate anti repeat­ 
ed attacks on almost inaccessible po­ 
sitions which leave no question of tho 
resolution and gallantry 
of the Rus­ 
sian forces. 
Positions and guns have 
been captured and recaptured in fierce 
hand to hand encounters, while a piti­ 
less heavy downpour, has flooded the 
trenches and drenched 
both armies 
without allaying 
the 
desperate con­ 
flict. 
Tho latest word directly from tho 
field of battle is a Mukden press dis­ 
patch in which it is stated that 15,000 
Russians had been wounded, which, 
together 
with 
Frid ay’s 
casualties, 
would make the total probably exceed 
the figures of Liaoyang and make the 
fight rank as one of the bloodiest bat­ 
tles in history.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 13.—The great 
feeling of concern which exists in the 
high circles in the Russian capital by 
no means equals the foreboding of 
coming disaster pervading the general 
public, which is indulging in the deep­ 
est pessimism. In the absence of offi­ 
cial news The public is feeding on the 
wildest rumors of defeat suffered by 
General Kuropfttkin Friday. The fact 
that no word regarding the battle has 
been officially given out, only con­ 
firms the popular fear. The explana­ 
tion offered that Friday was a holiday 
does not suffice to allay apprehension. 
General Kuropatkin’s report of the 
result of the day’s operations has 
reached Emperor Nicholas at Tsarkoo 
tíelo, but it was not returned before 
the war commission, which sat only 
until 9:30 p. m., adjourned. The czar 
is represented as being bitterly disap­ 
pointed and spending hours with his 
cabinet, studying out with the aid of 
his military aides, the reports of the 
battle. 
The general stalY, however, bv no 
means despairs, though admitting that 
the tide of battle the past two days 
has been against General Kuropatkin. 
The general staff says the battle is 
not yet over and that in any event 
there is no question of a rout. 
The depressing feature of the situa­ 
tion is that, every one is willing to be­ 
lieve the worst. Thus reports from 
Tokio and elsewhere stating that the 
Japanese are advancing and the Rus­ 
sians falling back are accepted with 
faith based on the previous Russian 
retreat. 


Forced to Take the Offensive. 
Many reports are current as to the 
genuinem ss of the forward movement. 
It is freely said that General Kuropat­ 
kin was forced into taking the offen­ 
sive by pressure from St. Petersburg. 
This has bee n officially denied, and as 
General Kuropatkin’s order to advance 
was given over bis own signature it 
seems likely that he will have to bear 
all the responsibility whether the sit­ 
uation iu of ins own making or not. 
Friends of General Kuropatkin say 
the present offensive movement was 
inspired from St. Petersburg, as was 
doubtless General Stakelberg’s move­ 
ment for the relief of Fort Arthur, and 
if General Kuropatkin has obeyed 
others higher than himself they are 
responsible. Other supporters of Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin argue that whatever 
may be the outcome of the past four 
days' fighting it. is not likely to be an 
Irretrievable disaster to General Kuro- 
patkin’s army. It is pointed out if 
General Kuropatkin was forced to ad­ 
vance against his better judgment, he 
is too good a general to have institut­ 
ed a movement which he did not feed 
strong enough t.o carry through with­ 
out leaving open a road for retreat, 
and while* tin* Russian forward move­ 
ment may be an absolute failure so 
far as the- relief of Port Arthur is con- 
cerned and though Kuropatkin may 
lose many men and some guns, this 
must i>(> the worst that can happen. 


Would Make Little Difference. 
If General Kuropatkin should suc­ 
ceed in keeping the alignment of his 
forces, and the dispatches indicate 
that he is doing this, and the Japanese 
do not succeed in breaking up or c.ut-

Joseph hospital conveyed the bruised 
bodies to that institution with dis­ 
patch. Both died later in the day. 
The accident was the result of a tost 
of a rope fire escape, and according to 
investigations made immediately after 
it took place it could have been pre­ 
vented had Scammon accepted the 
suggestion of a member of the Com­ 
mercial club to place several sheets of 
newspaper between the rope and the 
edge of tho stone cornice, which events 
proved, acted like a knife and sawed 
the life line- cleanly in two at the 
ninth floor 
Scammon slid softly down from the 
eighth floor to the third and it was 
_whon the weight of bis wife was added 
to the strain on the slender rope at the 
third story that the cord parted and 
sent the couple to their deaths. A 
large crowd witnessed the accident.

T w o Cases W ith d ra w n From Federal 
Supreme Court. 
Washington, Oct. 15.—By an agree­ 
ment of counsel the case of James 
Belden, appellant, against the Midway 
company, involving iron lands in 
Northern Minnesota, has been with­ 
drawn from the United States su­ 
preme court.

Boston, Oct. 15.—The house of 
deputies of the Episcopal general con­ 
vention at the close of a four days’ 
debate Friday rejected an amendment 
to the divorce canon which sought to 
prevent the remarriage of divorced 
persons by clergymen of the denomi­ 
nation. While the house of bishops 
may yet net on the question it is cer­ 
tain that no change will be made by 
the present convention. The present 
law of tho church, which has been in 
operation since 1859, allows the re­ 
marriage of the innocent party to a 
divorce granted for infidelity. At sev­ 
eral conventions attempts have been 
made to repeal this law and when a 
vote was taken Friday by the house of 
deputies sitting as a committee of the 
whole on the question of referring the 
proposed amendment to the house it­ 
self, the reformers were successful by 
a vote of II14 to 191, and this vote was 
regarded as representing the actual 
strength of the contending forres. 
The final vote, however, was taken 
by dioceses and orders and where a 
diocese was evenly divided in senti­ 
ment its strength was counted in the 
negative. The vote by dioceses was: 
Clerical, for 
the amendment. 30; 
against. 21 ; divided, 10; lay vote, for. 
25; against, 24; divided, 6. 
Practically the entire strength of 
the Middle Western states, the strong­ 
hold of the high church party, de­ 
clared for the proposed reforms, but 
the Pacific states and a number of the 
Southern states 
voted against a 
change of the present canon.

F E D E R A L T R E A S U R E R ' S R E P O R T . 


Shows a Deficiency of Over F orty M il­ 
lion Dollars. 
Washington, Oct. 15.—Ellis H. Rob­ 
erts. treasurer of the United States, 
has submitted to Secretary Shaw the 
annual report on the transactions of 
the treasury during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1904. 
The net ordinary revenues are 
shown to have been $540,631,749, a de­ 
crease of $19,764,925 as compared 
with 1903. and the net ordinary ex­ 
penditures $582,402,321, an increase of 
$76,303,31 1. In the receipts the prin­ 
cipa! falling off was $23.205,017 in 
customs, while in the disbursements, 
the important increases were $11,- 
423,145 in commerce and labor, $60,- 
788,580 in treasury proper and $20,- 
338,007 for the navy. Unusual expendi­ 
tures were $50,000,000 on account of 
the Panama 
canal and 
$4.600,000 
loaned to the Louisiana Purchase Ex­ 
position company, which latter has 
now been nearly all repaid. But for 
thesm the recorded deficiency of $41,- 
770,571 would have been changed to a 
surplus of $1.2,829,428.

New York, Oct. 15.—Wood alcohol in 
quantities sufficient to cause death has 
been foun I in the stomachs of the 
three supposed victims of poisoned 
whiskey in the so-called Stryker i*nrm 
quarter, according to a report made 
to Coroner Sc holer Friday by the 
chemist of the board of health. 
Following the mysterious and sud­ 
den death of no fewer than a score of 
persons living near Tenth avenue and 
Forty-eighth street, an investigation 
disclosed the fact that whiskey of a 
very inferior grade was being sold in 
many barrooms in that quarter. Act­ 
ing upon a suspicion that the liquor 
might have been responsible for some 
of the deaths, one saloon was closed, 
samples of whiskey were taken from 
every saloon in the quarter and the 
contents of the stomachs of three of 
tho victims were examined.
